MIGHT START TREND 

Speaking in the tones of a re- 
vivalist, Swift made this state- 
ment: “Many state senators and 
political leaders have called and 
told me that if Tenney wins, they 
will adopt the same platform and 
ride to victory on it.” 

“While these politicians were 
cowards now,” Swift said, “Ten- 
ney’s victory would be the turning 
point for their adoption of the 
Christian Nationalist line openly.” 

Swift’s politically astute predic- 
tions are already becoming out- 
dated. Tenney’s remarks over the 
networks have not been met with 
the indignation they might have 
aroused two or three years ago. 
The fringe groups have taken

Imperishable Genius

(1821 - 1858) 
_ S in a humble wayside cottage in a Swiss village, 
Rachel rose from the gutter to hear the applause of 
the world. Her father was a wandering peddler, and her 
mother a dealer in second-hand clothes. She grew into a 


dreamy girl—small, frail, undernourished, ugly, ‘often 
mocked at as the half starved monkey. At thirteen she made 
her first public appearance in a theater. 

Her rise was phenomenal. Before long she was acting 
in Paris, and all France was at her feet. Her fame spread 
to other countries. Royalty and commoners alike fell under 
the magic of her unparalleled genius. She had an amazing 
gift for learning quickly, and soon the great actress was 
also a woman of extraordinary wit and charm. Famous 
men and women crowded her salon and sought her friend- 
ship. 

A woman of many passions, many virtues, and many 
faults, the theater was her very life. When she was praised 
for projecting herself with so much realism into the tragic 
role of the dying heroine of a play, Rachel dropped a tear 
and said, “I am weeping not for her but for myself, for I 
too will die young and no trace will be left of my talent, 
and nothing at all of her who once was Rachel.”

Maintaining No Interdating Difficult But Worthwhile

PFIHE problem outlined in the letter from Mr. K.— 
whether to give in to a 15-year old daughter’s 
desire to date non-Jewish boys—is one that is faced 
by many Jewish parents, particularly in small com- 
munities. It is not too difficult 
to understand the feelings of the 
girl who has little opportunity 
for dates with Jewish boys and 
is therefore tempted strongly to 
do what the other Jewish young 
folks in her community do. 
Yet it is clear that if the K.’s 
do not want to follow their com- 
munity’s ready acceptance of 
intermarriage, they cannot fol- 
low the community’s practices 
with respect to those social ac- DR. SAFFIR 
tivities out of which marriages 
often develop. There is no question about the rela- 
tionship between interdating and intermarriage, nor 
can there be any doubt that interdating in early boy- 
girl associations leads toward interdating during the 
later period when serious attachments are formed. 


x *&* * 
THE PARENTS of a 15-year-old girl must begin 





to allow her a measure of freedom in making de- 


cisions, but they have a right to set standards and 
limits for her to respect. If the relationships within 
the family are wholesome, and if the imposition of 
rules is tactful rather than autocratic, the young 
teen-ager will accept parental authority. 


A firm “no interdating” rule should not, how- 
ever, be the only way in which the K family deals 
with their daughter’s social life. They should be 
trying every possible means to lessen her feeling, of 
being isolated. 

The Jewish youth group which worked out well 
for a while might be reorganized on a slightly dif- 
ferent basis. Often a youth group program works 
out in terms of a succession of groups, each one with 
a slightly different twist, to take advantage of the 
impact of something new going on. Perhaps estab- 
lishing a chapter of some national youth organiza- 
tion may be more successful because of better pro- 
gramming and opportunities for inter-city conven-. 


tions and other such contacts.

service, raising money for a Jewish cause—which 


will provide a substructure for purely social affairs 
and keep it from being diluted with non-Jewish 
youngsters. 

Increased participation in school clubs and ac. 
tivities, while increasing the number of non-Jewish 
dating invitations she must refuse, might neverthe- 
less increase her feeling of social participation, 
Planning to go away to a college with a sizable Jew. 
ish enrollment can be helpful, though it may seem a 
long way off for a 15-year old. Opening up the kK 
home for social affairs more often—inviting young 
people from nearby: cities—stimulating the rabbi or 
other temple officials to establish a “youth canteen”— 
are other po&sibilities. 

Maintaining a firm “no inter-dating” rule may be 
difficult, and assisting the youngster to find a satis. 
fying social life without the non-Jewish dates that 
the others use may require ingenuity, but the efforts 
are indeed worthwhile tothe family to which inter. 
marriage is a serious threat.

THE RABBINICAL HEAD of 
America’s largest orthodox Ye- 
shiva for the training of rab- 
bis and teachers was once in 
the gasoline business!

Israel Deprived 
Zionist of a Role

he emergence of the State of Israel deprived the World Zionist 
Organization of its function as a quasi-state. The change was 
not as sudden as it appears at first sight, for over a decade before 
1948, the role of the non-Palestinian Zionists had been largely no. 
minal. The question of fighting for independence and for free immi- 
gration was decided in Palestine, not at Zionist Congresses or Actions 
Committee meetings. An army was prepared and trained in Pales. 
tine, not at the mass rallies in Madison Square Garden. Many other 
things which make Israel what it is today were determined in the 
country and not by outside Zionists. 

Thus, the prevalent use of the Hebrew language in Israel is not 
the result of any resolution by a Zionist body; it began with a hand. 
ful of zealots led by Eliezer Ben-Yehuda before the First Zionist 
Congress and gradually gained adherents in Palestine. 

However, much that went on outside of Palestine did have a 
strong effect. The Madison Square Garden meetings were very im- 
portant in their day. But the political activity which they represented 
constituted only one aspect-—a very important aspect, it is true—in 
the whole complex of the Zionist endeavor. 

+ * 7 

SOON AFTER the establishment of Israel something also took 
place which looked like an abrupt departure from the past, but 
which, in proper prospective, was only an important link in a chain 
of gradual evolution; the control of funds designed for Israel was 
taken out of the hands of the Zionist Organization. Zionists were 
always anxious to aétract non-Zionists to the work of helping in the 
upbuilding of the Homeland. If they could not get them as members 
of the Organization, they tried to enlist their support in other ways. 
Whether, at any particular time, the best way was to hold out for 
membership or to make concessions to non-Zionists, was a purely 
tactical, practical question. 

In 1920 Judge Louis Brandeis wanted to make Bernard Baruch 
one of the three men in control of Palestine’s finances, and Weizmann 
opposed him. In 1921 Weizmann and Neumann made Samuel Unter: 
meyer, a non-Zionist, chairman of the Keren-Hayesod. A few years 
later, when Weizmann tried to attract Louis Marshall by enlarging 
the Jewish Agency, Brandeis opposed the step of sharing control 
with non-Zionists. 

But such things have to happen; they are inevitable when in- 
terest in the cause of the Homeland grows beyond the framework 
of the organized movement. After the setting up of the State, interest 
in the cause among the Jews who were not affiliated with the 
Zionist Organization grew so fast and so wide that even a faultless 
Zionist Organization could not have encompassed it. In 1940 the 
United Jewish Appeal was a body in which the Zionists had to fight 
against the tendency to neglect Palestine. In 1950 it was a body in 
which Israel’s needs were paramount—in fact, long before 1950. 
But the U.J.A. is still nominally—and only nominally—connected 
with the Jewish Agency, which is nominally—and little more than 
nominally—the supreme authority of the Zionist Organization. The 
Israel Bond Drive set up in 1950 has no connection with the Agency.

Newspaperman, Dies 

NEW YORK (JP) — William 
noted newspaperman 
and foreign correspondent, died 
recently in New York at the age 
of 64 following a long illness.
